Compost Tips Given 


Vital for Good Soil Conditioning 


B Y SAM D. C O T N E R

So you've raked up all the 
leaves, scalped the grass, 
pruned the shrubs and dug 
up a little spot for a garden 
Now what do you do with all 
that trash' 
That’s not trash' You've 
got 
ail 
the 
necessary 
ingredients to make a fine 
compost pile Not only will 
you have saved your trash 
man a lot of work. but the 
finished product is just what 
your new garden needs 
While chemical fertilizers 
may be able to replace some 
ol 
the essential 
elements 
needed 
tor 
good 
plant 
production, your tomatoes or 
lurmps or whatever do not 
live by fertilizer alone Good 
soil 
conditioning 
is 
im ­ 
portant to all plant growth 
The addition of organic 
m aterial 
improves 
soil 
texture 
l^rge amounts of 
organic m aterial, either 
worked into the soil or left 
thickly on the top as a mulch 
is desirable. And plants

All material that goes into 
the compost heap should be 
chopped or ground as small 
as possible 
Large 
limbs 
should be run through a

decomposition 
What 
exactly 
does 
a 
compost pile look like'’ It can 
look like anything you want 
it to You can simply stack 
all the items in a pile until 
you get a big mound, or you 
can build a fancy, open-brick 
retaining wall with metal 
cover Most gardeners build 
something in between 
W hatever 
the 
design, 
remember a few points. Put 
it close to the garden Put it 
near water 
Allow tor the 
free circulation of air Hide 
it from your neighbors if 
they’re the squeamish type 
A good, general size is four 
foot square and four feet 
high 


haphazardly 
throw 
leaves 
and 
grass 
and 
dirt 
and 
manure into the pile, there is 
a 
way 
to 
get 
faster 
decomposition and minimize 
odor and pests 
First, put down a layer of 
garden soil, just a couple of 
inches Then add a real thick 
layer of green manure; it 
will compact as the pile is 
built 
Top with a couple 
inches of "hot stuff 
Animal 
manure, 
kitchen 
garbage, 
dried blood, any good source 
of nitrogen 
The top layer should also 
receive 
any 
additives- 
limestone,

decomposition process, the 
pile should be turned every 
lour to six weeks 
While 
further mixing the matter, 
the turning 
process 
puts 
more oxygen into the pile 
You should notice an in 
crease in the temperature of 
the pile (rom the day the pile 
is completed until about the 
fourteenth day. The heat is 
due to the decomposing of 
the organic matter 
By turning the pile more 
and 
insuring 
that 
an 
abundance of 
nitrogen 
is 
included when making the 


pile, 
you 
can 
produce 
compost in as little time as 
four to eight weeks. But even 
if you leave the pile alone, 
just sitting off in the corner 
of the garden, soon you will 
see a gradual change in the 
color and consistency. The 
color darkens toward black 
and individual items lose 
their identifiable shapes. 
That's when you see the 
real gardener burrowing his 
hand into the middle of a 
well made compost pile to 
pull out large handfuls. He 
can stand for hours, han­ 
dling the black crumbling 
stuff, smelling its pleasant 
earthy smell, contemplating 
the enjoyment of gardening

Texas Power & Light generating 
plants require enormous 
quantities of natural gas, lignite 
coal and, when deliveries of gas 
are curtailed, fuel oil, to produce 
electricity. 
In 1975, TP&L’s fuel costs were 
$147 million, more than five and a 
half times greater than in 1970. 
In 1970, only 15 cents of each 
dollar paid to TP&L by its 
customers was used to purchase 
fuel.

cause the heart muscle to con­

The pulse which you feel is a 
result of how much blood is 
pumped out of the heart with 
each beat. The heart is also a 
volume organ and stores blood 
between each beat 
If the 
heart beats early, it will not 
have had much time to fill 
with blood Because of this the 
early beat doesn’t cause much 
of a pulse w ave and you 
literally don’t feel the beat. 
The early beat then replaces 
the rhythmic one. 
This results in a long pause 
between thi* early relatively 
ineffective beat and the next 
regular beat This long pause 
allows the heart a long time to 
fill with blood 
The first beat 
after the long pause then 
results in the heart ejecting a 
large amount of blood 
This 
causes a very strong pulse for 
that particular beat The net 
result then is a faint beat with 
very little blood being pumped 
out, followed by a very strong 
beat with lots of blood being 
ejected. 
Almost everyone tends to 
have these occasionally and 
may never even know it They 
occur more frequently as peo­ 
ple get older As a result you 


will see more of them in a 
group of 50-year-olds then you 
will in a group of 25-year-olds. 
Also you will see m ore of 
them in 70 year-olds than you 
do in 50-year-olds 
In 
many 
in stan ces such 
beats don i mean a thing and 
they re not an indication of 
serious heart disease. Often 
they are stimulated to occur 
because of the use of excess 
amounts of coffee, smoking 
c ig a re tte s and the use of 
alcohol. Digestive upsets and 
even nervous tension can con­ 
tribute to their frequency. 
In other instances they are 
important A good exam ple is 
their occurence in a person 
who has just had a heart a t­
